DATURA CORNUCOPIA. (HORN OF PLENTY,) 


In the wilds of South America the past year one of our old and experienced collectors of Orchids 
came upon a floral gem that, while out of his usual line, impressed him so much with its beauty and 
striking appearance that he secured and sent us all the obtainable stock. The singular form, 
gigantic size, striking colors and pleasant odor of of the flower make this novelty most conspicuous.
